JAPANESE TROOPS 
FORCE WAY ONWARD 
_IN NORTH SIBERIA. 


[BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

TOKIO, Monday, Sept. 2.— The 
War Office today issued the follow- 
ing official communication: 

“Our cavalry, consisting of the 
main force of the Twelfth Regiment, 
one company of infantry and a de- 
tachment from the Cossack general, 
Kalminoff’s, troops, occupied Iman 
August 30, and from there, August 
31, advanced toward Bikin. The 
main strength of the Twelfth Divi- 
sion remained September 1 in the 
vicinity of the Ussuri, preparing for 
an advance on Iman. The railway 
bridge has been definitely taken by 
our infantry. 

“The retreating enemy has been 
obstructing our advance by destroy- 
ing bridges and with armored trains. 
The enemy, who destroyed the rail- 
way bridge at the southern extrem- 
ity of Iman at midnight on August 
28, was captured by our cavalry. 
South of Simakoff the line was 
opened to traffic August 31. 

“Our detachment dispatched to- 
ward Abigaid, five miles south of 
Manchuria City, encountered enemy

War Secretaries Arrive to Remedy

ASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Sec- 
retary of War Baker has 
arrived in France, accom- 
panied by John D. Ryan, assistant 
Secretary and director of the air 
service, to find out confidentially 
how America can take her proper 
place in the warfare of the air. The 
safe arrival of Mr. Baker and his 
party was announced by the War 
Department today. The Secretary 
sailed eight days ago on & fast army 
transport. 

The department’s announcement 
deciares: “The voyage was made 
aboard a transport which carried 
the usual quota of United States 
troops. The Secretary was accom- 
panied by John D. Ryan, second as- 
wc Secretary of War; Maj.-Gen.

Dr. Francis Tells of His W ork 
in Overseas Service. — 


Will’ Return to First Baptist 
Church in January. 


In a letter to the congregation of 
the First Baptist Church, which was 


read at yesterday's services, Dr. 
James A. Francis, the pastor, now in 
overseas service, tells of the Thirty- 
fifth Base Hospital Unit, from Los 
Angeles, having had the grim ex- 
citement of being fired at with a 
but of their escape. Por- 
tions of the letter are given here- 
with: 

“You willl be surprised that I am 
still in England. The explanation is 
simple. We have many troops here 
and many more passing through, be- 
sides ninety-seven aviation camps 
and a lot of men connected with 
naval operations. Very few of our 
speakers are willing to tarry here, 
as France was their objective, as, in- 
deed, it is mine, so by my own con- 
sent I am detained. I came here 
on a wire from Paris and Paris 
seems yet far away. The headquar- 
ters have come out with: ‘Dr. Fran- 
cis, the Committee on International 
Exchange of Pulpits has asked for 
you to stay another month in Eng- 
land and give them your Sundays.’ 
My answer was: ‘It is up to you.’ 

“Last Sunday morning I preached 
in a London church. In the after- 
noon I spoke at London Operahouse 
with Gypsy Smith at a great ‘Re- 
membrance Meeting,’ that day mark- 
ing four years Britain had been in 
the war. In the evening I spoke at 
Eagle Hut on the Strand, which Is 
the largest and best-known interna- 
tional soldiers’ hut in the kingdom. 
The week before I spent with our 
men In Scotland. 


LOS ANGELES MEN. 


“Monday I learned that the Thir- 
ty-fifth Base Hospital Unit from Los 
Angeles was here and I lost no time 
in coming. Imagine my great satis- 
faction tn finding Percy Kent (now 
to be made a first lieutenant) and 
180 Los Angeles boys. I met and 
chatted with them and arranged to 
speak to them that night. Alas, 
when the night came, though I 
spoke to a tentful (with many un- 
able to get in,) my No. 35 Base Hos- 
pital had gone across. 

“The boys all looked well. They 
had a fine trip and had the grim 
excitement of being fired at with a 
torpedo, seeing the torpedo explod- 
ed as it was coming by a _ well- 
directed shell, and then of seeing the 
submarine burst into a sheet of 
flarmne 100 feet high and go down for 
good and all. Maybe they were not 
hungry for news of home and all 
that had happened on land while 
they were en route. 

“The Zeppelins made a new at- 
tempt to get to London night before 
last, but were turned back before 
even reaching land by a barrage, 
and one was shot down into the 
North Sea. 

PRAISE FOR “YANKS.” 


“The end of the war is as plain 
now as if it were here. It is only 
a matter of time and no very long 
time. It may run into next spring 
and it may not. America has turned 
the tide already and now the news 
of America’s unheard-of quantity 
production in munitions and ship- 
ping, coupled with the Impression 
our troops make as they come in, 
creates a new atmosphere. 

“Last Sunday in scores and scores 
of London palpits the note was: ‘We 
see the dawning of the day;’ “The die 
is cast;’ ‘Every life Germany gives 
up now is a life wasted.’ The ritual 
prepared by the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York and used in all 
churches last Sunday thanked God 
‘for the timely and mighty help of 
the United States.’ 

“The way our men go at things Is 
a wonder over here. I went out 
with a ‘Y’ man today. He rented 
a house for the period of the war 
for a secretaries’ home and bought 
the furniture In about the time it 
would take some men to select the 
pattern for a spring suit. 

“They have a word here by which 
they describe the way our men fight. 
They say: “Why, those Yanks, when 
they start, go just where they start 
to go and nothing stops them.’ As 
6000 of them went by the other day 
with song and taughter a Britisher 
said to me: ‘My! They look like 
kings!’ I replied: “That’s what they 
are, old man.’ You ought to see a 
young captain's look of pride when 
he says: ‘My company, and.100 per 
cent. clean." I hear other nation- 
alities refer to them as ‘those splen- 
did Americans.’ The message of 
Christ is welcome in these camps. 
Such a thing as disrespect toward it 
or toward the messenger I've not 
met. One feels that these men want 
to do right and are giad of any help. 

“My heart-is with you. I plan to 
be home for January 1, even if my 
stay in France is shorter than I

MAY SAVE DENMAN’S NECK 
NEW ARMY RULE. 


BRIEF prepared and written 
A by Barl Rogers, attorney for 

Harold Denman, the young sol- 
dier who was convicted some months 
ago of the murder of Philip Metz, a 
Crown Hill grocer, has just been 
printed and filed with the clerk of 
the State*Supreme Court, to which 
appeal has been made. The 
ment contains several hundred pages 
of closely-printed matter. 

Present interest in the document 
arises from the fact that It presenis 
an entirely new question and, if ef- 
fective, it is said, will set a 
precedent that will affect cases al! 
over the country. The following 
phases are, in substance, set forth 
in this brief: 

Under the old articles of war, 
passed by Congress during the Civil 
War, it is provided that in time of 
peace State courts, such as the Su- 
perior Court of this county, had the 
exclusive right to try all soldiers 
and sailors, and all persons in 
martial employment, for all crimes, 
no matter where committed. 

NEW PROVISIONS. 


In time of war, the military 
courts, such as courts-martial, has 
jurisdiction to try and sentence such 
persons. If the military court choses 
to demand that right, the civil court 
had to yield jurisdiction, but only 
upon demand. 

At the beginning of the participa-. 
tion of the United States in the 
present war, Congress passed a new 
set of articles of war, and among 
the provisions there seem to be two 
which change the whole system. 
They are Articles 92 and 93. They 
provide that all persons subject to 
military law, which may include all 
ro‘lroad men, shipyard workers, and 


others under direct arders or con- 
trol of the Federal government, 43

Only one judge, an eastern 
Federal district judge, appears to 
have noticed the new rule, and he 
promptly turned a defendant, sen- 
tenced to death by the Supreme 
Court of his State, over to a mili- 
tary court, and set aside all actions 
of the civil courts. 


WILL PUSH CLAIM. 
The far-reaching, almost revolu- 


tionary, character of his new con- 
tention is found in the situation that 
if it ts sustained, all crimes com- 
mitted in  postoffices, government 
camps or cantonments, or reserva- 
tione of every kind, even by civilians, 
when the land has been purchased 
by the United States and ceded by 
the State, must be tried by Federal 
tribunals.

TELLS OF WAR. 
Sierra Madre Man Retistns 
from France. 


Offensive. 


Ordered to America on @ 
Special Mission. 


An interesting chapter of the war's 
history, as seen from front-line 
trenches, was related last night 
before a large gathering in Sierra 
Madre, by Sergt. Harvey H. Stein- 
berger, Co. B, One Hundred and 
Seventeenth Engineers. 

Sergt. Steinberger, with members 
of Cos. B, BE and F, was among 
the first volunteers from Los Am- 
geles. He is one of the first from 
the fighting front to return here, be- 
ing assigned, with others, on spe- 
celal mission, after ten months of 
actual service. He spent three 
weeks tn the big drive that com- 
menced July 16. He comes back 
with a cheering message to those 
who have relatives at the front, and 
speaks from first-hand information 
and actual experiences in the line ‘of 
his duties. 

“When I go back there, and TIT ex- 
pect to be sent over again in a few 
months,” “T will have to 
learn new tactics, for the Am 
forces are constantly changing th 
system. This is what takes the 
Hun by surprise. He is looking 
for one thing, and receives another. 
The American soldier is constantly 
initiating new movements, new 
methods, and learning something 
different every day. : 

“The morale of the Ame 
forces is marvelous, and the do - 
boys swear by the American news- 
papers, which they say sive the 
tru accounts of-happenings at the 
war zone. ‘Too much credit cannot 
be given the American Red Crom 
and kindred aasociations.' Without 
the aid of these organizations, War 
surely would be hell, but their chée?- 
ful assistance has uplifting 
and helpful to men of all classes. 

“We get the best of everything te 
eat, and plenty of it.

It is intended to put a restraint on the personal ambitions of 
the candidates, to make a campaign for principle and not merely a scramble 
for office.

HE TYRANNY OF SUSPICION. 
Since the Department of Justice and 
the Provost-Marshal-General have both dis- 


avowed responsibility for the round-up of 


suspected “slackers,” when several Sen- 
ators brought the matter béfore the Senate 
in Washington, the citizen may well pause 
to inquire just where this tyranny of sus- 
picion is going to lead. Here in Los Ange 
les, and probably in every.city in the coun- 
try, we have been treated to these “slacker” 
round-ups, these “work-or-fight™ offensives, 
amateur spy sleuths, confidential informers 
and self-constituted “yellow-dog” hunters. 
No matter what the injustice ensuing, no 
one dared protest without himself becoming 
a pro-German suspect; and the general pub- 
lic would seem to have accepted this era 
of rebid “suspect” persecution with resig- 
nation. 

Yet what could be more ironical than 
that this free and democratic country, fight- 
ing for the loftiest principles, should be 
raging with an internal syspicion by which 
many citizens are unjustly shamed, hunted, 
often clapped into jail and kept in a state 
of terrorism that could scarcely be excelied 
in Germany itself? 

No one doubts the necessity for a sharp 
watch against enemy espionage. Everyone 
appreciates the importance of defense 
against the dangerous enemy intrigues of 
which we Have had ample evidence; but 
it is also becoming obvious that such deli. 
cate work should be exclusively ‘tn the 
hands of discriminating and responsible of- 
ficials, that to let an army of hysterical ama 
teurs lose upon cur citizenship must make 
for the same deplorable and fanatical con 
ditions which accrved during the French 
Revolution, when suspected persons were 


thrown into the “bull pen” without any kind 


of tangible evidence against them. 

If, indeed, the Department of Justice is 
not responsible for these often unjust per- 
secutions, who is at fault? Upon whose 
authority are our young men arrested whole- 
sale on suspicion and hauled to jail, later 
to be released without apology, when they 
are able to produce their registration cards? 
By whose authority are reputable citizens 
shadowed, covertly “Investigated” and an 
aura of suspicion bailt up around them’? If 
and when there is ample evidence to justify 
individual arrests no one can complain (If 
a citizen is under suspicion sufficient to 
justify incrimination, why not dea) with 
him as criminal suspects are dealt with. 
through proper official channels, providing 
adequate opportunity for defense? Why 
aware of their activities against him* 


| Since when has justice been dispensed in 


the United States by subterranean chan- 
nels, by whispered imputations, by susp! 
cious gossip, by nameless witnesses? 

Of course disloyal German citizenry is to 
blame, but that is no reason why the coun- 
try should go mad and turn upon loyal and 
disloyal alike. Because German espionage 
is known to exist is no good reason why sa 
hundred million soulg should submit to per- 
secution. This sort of thing is scarcely 
conformable with the ethics of justice and 
personal security for which the United 
States stands. 

Frank and avowed accusation where the 
evidence is obvious and incriminating {s to 
be commended, the accuser coming out in 
the open under his own name without fear 


orshame. But the system by which secret 


ere the reputations of citizens jeopardized 
by an army of amateur detectives, while 
the citizen himself is kept but vaguely 
informers are encouraged and promised im- 
munity from blame; the system by which 
citizen {is set against citizen and suspicion 
ig fostered in every home on every street: 
the system by which hysterical round-ups 
of decent young men, without any tittle of 
evidence against them other than civilian 
clothes, are organized; the system that en- 
courages sneaking, snooping and amateur 
epyine against their own countrymen; the 
system that empowers small boys to insnu't 
adul: citizens with “yellow-dog” tickets ‘is 
utterly unworthy and must ult!mately un- 
de>mine the character of a free nation. 


THE DUTY OF “STICKING.” 
A Kansae editor complains that “nobody 


sticks” in these times of plenty of jobs for 


all. The statement is too sweeping, but 
there is truth,in it. A good many do not 
“stick” who ought to do so. They ought, 
in the first place, to cultivate the habit of 
sticking. Some day jobs may not be so 
common, and it will surprise some of the 
wandering ones to find that they have not 
learned enough about any one trade to 
make them valuable to any employer. The 
young man who is doiiig one thing today 
and another the day after tom w tis over- 
looking the chance to establish himself in 
a career, and he is breeding in himself the 
spirit of dissatisfaction which will make it 
hard for him to be happy in al! the years 
to come. Nothing can be said against quit- 
ting one job for a better ofie: ambition 
ought to be encouraged; but the worker 
ought to assure himself that the change is 
for the better and not merely for the sake 
of change. Employers nowadays know how 
great is the loss to industry resulting from 
mere aimlessness.—[Portiand Oregonian. 


R RETURNING SOLDUERS. 


Conditions and problems arising from 


the present war, for which no preparation 
has been made, and «hb ch present difficul- 
ties that must be met promptly and effi- 
ciently, are already beginning to develop. 


One of the most vital and immediate needs 


is provision for the men now returning to 
this country maimed or disabled. 

These men are entitled to and will re- 
ceive from the government compensation 
and insurance which will enable them, at 
least, to remain self-respecting citizens. 
Rut the machinery of the departments 
handling the claims of discharged soldiers 


ie slow—months may, and in many in- 
stances do, elapse before the man draws 
any money from this source. 


Men who have offered their lives for. 


their country, and paid the penalty of their 


self-sacrifice, must not be permitted to suf. . 


fer, or even to lack for comforts, during 
this period of waiting. It will be an ever- 
lasting shathe to all Americans who remain 
at home, if such men should be compeiled 
to appeal to charity, or to borrow money at 
exorbitant rates, at this time. Men who 
are so badly off as to require hospital treat- 
ment may be sent to a military hospital. 
Rut thoge who are convalescing from 
wounds, or recovering fypm the effects of 


shell shock or ,gassing, naturally want to 


get aa far from a hospital and its sugges- 
tions as possible. They want—and need— 
their own families, where they have fam- 
jlies, and their accustomed surroundings and 
conditions, And during these first difficult 


months of recovery and readjustment, they 


should not be worried or hampered by lack 
of the income which ig due them. 

Yet there is at present no provision for 
caring for this class of men, during the in- 
terval between discharge and adjustment of 
claims. Steps have been taken to secure 
the necessary legislation which will enable 
the government to provide for such cases. 
But, in the meantime, big, flourishing or- 
ganizations must provide funds which may 
be advanced where the need exists and 
light work for the men who are able to un- 
dertake it. 

A number of men discharged for disabil- 
ity have alrea@y arrived, and this number 
will steadily increase. Los Angeles has 
sent 18,000 men out up to date—the next 
draft may add 10,000 to that number. Be- 
sides our own ‘disabled men we will un- 
doubtedly receive a large number from 
other sections—they will naturally gravitate 
to Southern Californie when they are seek- 
ing health. Cases of ccgrivation and dis- 
couragement are already coming to light— 
men not able to work, not willing to ask for 
or receive charity, and not kno where 
or how to find help. It is said one man re- 
cently committed suicide because he could 
not face such conditions. 

To meet thie need the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Welfare Committee is preparing to 
extend its work so as to offer help to the 
discharged soldier as well as to the enlisted 
men and their families. The Chamber of 
Commerce has also recognized this new 
duty which confronts the community, and 
has appointed a committee to organize a 
replacement bureau for returned veterans. 

The need for such an organized effort ex- 
ists now.

Since the Department of Justice and 
the Provost-MarshalGeneral have both dis- 
avowed responsibility for the round-up of 
suspected “slackers,” when several Sen- 
ators brought the matter béfore the Senate 
in Washington, the citizen may well pause 
to inquire just where this tyranny of sus- 
picion is going to lead. Here in Los Ange 
les, and probably in every-.city in the coun- 
try, we have been treated to these “slacker” 
round-ups, these “work-or-fight” offensives, 
amateur spy sleuths, confidentia) informers 
and self-constituted “yellow-dog” hunters.

Yet what could be more ironical than 
that this free and democratic country, fight- 
ing for the loftiest principles, should be 
raging with an internal syspicion by which 
many citizens are. unjustly shamed, hunted, 
often clapped into jall and kept in a state 
of terrorism that could scarcely be excelled 
in Germany itself? 

No one doubts the necessity for a sharp 
watch against enemy espionage. Everyone 
appreciates the importance of defense 
against the dangerous enemy intrigues of 
which we have had ample evidence; but 
it is also becoming obvious that such deli- 
cate work should be exclusively ‘nthe 
hands of discriminating and responsible of- 
ficials, that to let an army of hysterical ama 
teurs lose upon cur citizenship muet make 
for the same deplorable and fanatical con 
ditions which accrved during the French 
Revolution, when suspected persons were 
thrown into the “bull pen” without any kind 
of tangible evidence against them. 

If, indeed, the Department of Justice is 
not responsible for these often unjust per- 
secutions, who is at fault? Upon whose 
authority are our young men arrested whole-

It will be an ever- 
lasting shathe to all Americans who remain 
at home, if such men should be compeiled 
to appeal to charity, or to borrow money at 
exorbitant rates, at this time. Men who 
are so badly off as to require hospital treat- 
ment may be sent to a military hospital. 
But thoge who are convalescing from 
wounds, or recovering fypm the effects of 
» shell shock or gassing, naturally want to 
get aa far from a hospital and its sugges- 
tions as possible. They want—and need— 
their own families, where they have fam- 
ilies, and their accustomed surroundings and 
conditions. And during these first difficult 


should not be worried or hampered by lack 
of the income which ig due them. 

Yet there is at present no provision for 
caring for this class of men, during the in- 
terval between discharge and adjustment of 
claims. Steps have been taken to secure 
the necessary legislation which will enable 
the government to provide for such cases. 
But, in the meantime, big, flourishing or- 
ganizations must provide funds which may 
be advanced where the need existe and 
light work for the men who are able to un- 
dertake it 

A number of men discharged for disabil- 
ity have already arrived, and this number 
will steadily increase. Los Angeles has 
sent 18,000 men out up to date—the next 
draft may add 10,000 to that number. Be- 
sides sur own “disabled men we will un- 
doubtedly receive a large number from 
other sectione—they will naturally gravitate 
to Southern California when they are seek- 
ing health. Cases of deprivation and dis- 
couragement are already coming to light— 
men not able to work, not willing to ask for 
or receive charity, and not knowing where 
or how to find help. It is said one man re- 
cently committed suicide because he could 
not face such conditions. 

To meet thie need the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Welfare Committee is preparing to 
extend its work so as to offer help to the 
discharged soldier ag well as to the enlisted 
men and their families. The Chamber of 
Commerce has also recognized this new 
duty which confronts the community, and 
has appointed a committee to organize a 
replacement bureau for returned veterans.

BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 8.—Frank 
Elario, the half-breed Tejon Indian, 
now in the County Jail here charged 


with the ! murder of three of his 
tribespeople recently at the _reserva- 
tion in Tejon Canyon, is the grand- 
son of xn Indian shot and killed by 
a United States soldier in 1874 in 
Inyo county, for his part in a raid 
on the family of a white pioneer, 
according to Jack Harkins, near 
whose home in Sand Canyon on the 
Mojave Desert, young Elario was 
born, twenty years ago. 

The senior Elario was a leader of 
a band of Piutes and they followed 
and killed the white man and his 
family, it is said. When informa- 
tion of the massacre reached Fort 
Independence, a detachment of sol- 
diers and white men of the settile- 


and killed all the men, but saved 
the lives of the squaws and the pa- 
pooses. One of these youngsters 
grew up to be the father of Frank 
Elario, now awaiting trial for the 
slaying of three persons, a man and 
— women, at the Tejon reserva- 
tion.

@ quantitative analysis; especially 
on sample No. 1, which is a mix- 
ture of sulphides of tron and arsenic 
chiefly. Native copper sparingly 
present, and the samplo is in part 
fahlerz (tetrahedri‘e.) It is not high 
grade tetrahedrite, hewever, and 
not the silver-bearing “gray copper” 
of the mining boys. No. 2- consists 
of two samples of schistoso quartz- 
itic rock carrying some amphibole, 
fron oxides, and muscovite (potash 
mica,) but the mica is of no value 
for potash owing to the fact that 
it ie not soluble tn water. There are 
bare traces of mitroscopic molyb- 
denite in both samples.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 21.—Q.: One 
‘white sample. 
A.: Correspondents will please 
be more specific in submitting epeci- 
mens, and give approximate locali- 
ties from which samples are taken. 
When such information accompa- 
nies ores or minerais a closer ana- 
lysis is made, otherwise the informa- 
tion given is but meager. The sample 
is impure, siliceous magnesite.

EDISON, Aug. 22.—Q.: I am send- 
ing you some mineral rock, and some 
clays. I will thank jou in advance 
for the information to be given in 
the usual column as to what they 
contain. They come from two, to 
four miles of Zena. H. 

A.: “Mineral rock” indeed a 
good classification for many samples 
submitted to this department. No. 
1 ts hornblendic rock spctted here 
and there with lime carbonate and 
orthoclase. No. 2 is probably im- 
pure “ball clay.” ‘with fuller’s earth 
present, and brownish  iron-alu- 
minum silicate is on one edge of 
specimen. No. 3 is impure silica; 
it gives off a hissing sound when 
dropped into water; aluminum sili- 
cate present with lime-magnesium 
traces. All of the samples are of 
doubtful commercial value. 


Nitrates Absent. 

HORNSILVER (Nev.) Aug. 23.— 
Q.: Will you please analyze con- 
tents of this box of san:ples for 
nitre, or what saline it 
carries? 

A.: The sample its clay-like, aie 
it may be gouge matter It reacts 
like fuller’s earth.

We are anxious to 
have it analyzed and reported upon, 
as we have great quantities and we 
think this ore has commercial values 
of quicksilver and other valuable 
metals.

PROFITS REACH MILLIONS.

LOBE (Ariz.)

Company of New Jersey and the 
United Globe mines. Heretofore, 
the last-named, a Phelps-Dodge cor- 
poration, has had separate account- 
ing, though operated jointly with 
the Old Dominion. The new organ- 
ization makes for enocomy in oper- 
ation, office expense and taxation, it 
is said. 

The year’s production was broken 
into badly by the summer strike. 
Gross production was 32,365,795 
pounds of copper, 166,703 ounces of 
silverand 3897 ouncesofgold, and the 
gross income was $8,635,171. The 
net income, represented by dividends, 
was $2,376,599, on an investment 
valuation of $15,295,537. State and 
county taxes amounted to $671,517.
